1 ) Acknowledgement is made of Amendment received 3/24/2004. 
Applicants amend claims 6, 13, and offers new claims 17-20, for consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2) Claims 13-16, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 13, the phrase "such as", line 6, renders the claim 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are 
part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 



(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 
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3) Claims 6-7, 9, 17, 19-20, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by King (4,808,007). 

Claims 6-7, 17, 20: King discloses a mixer 10 that includes a hollow 
tubular member 1 , which is constricted at 9, and the constriction extending from 
the tubular wall of member 1 , includes orifices 5, 6, of circular cross-section. 
Constriction 9 surface is forming the mixing zone at a slope at 45 degrees to the 
centerline of tubular member 1 . This reads on the claimed "form part". Entry 
port 15 is radially extending from outside the tube through the side walls of 
tubular member 1 . Entry port 1 5 is located after a front edge of the sloping 
constricting surface in the direction of the first flow. The first flow that enters the 
tube is mixed with a second flow entering the mixer via port 15 (col. 3, line 24 to 
col. 4, line 38, and Figures 1-3). 

Claims 9, 19: the boring through tube at entry port 15 is a transverse 
boring. See Figure 1. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4) Claim 13 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

5) Claims 14-16, would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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6) Claims 8, 10-12, 18, are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

The primary reason for indicating allowable subject matter is that the cited 
prior art does not show: a mixer having two successive form parts (claims 8, 18); 
a mixer having a hollow form part, and wherein a feed opening has been formed 
on the control surface of the form part (claim 10); a mixer having an adjustable 
position for the form part (claim 11); a mixer having adjustable shape of the form 
part (claim 12); feeding equipment of a head box of a paper machine that 
includes a tube having more than one opening for supplying a second flow into 
the tube, said opening being located after a front edge of a first form part (claim 
13). 

Response to Amendment 

7) Claims 6-7, 13-15, rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Rahkomaa (WO 99/64666), is withdrawn in view of amended claims. 

8) Claim 16 rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rahkomaa in view of Huovila (6,562,196), is withdrawn in view of amended 
claims. 

9) Claims 6-8, 11-12, rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Fredriksson (4,861,165), is withdrawn in view of amended claims.
